LITTLE ROCK-</P)-Retiring Gov- 


ernor J. M. Futrell told the general 
assembly Tuesday that proceeds from 
the sales tax, if re-enacted should be 
used to benefit the aged, blind and 
crippled, and to make homestead ex- 
emptions effective. 


In his farewell address to the legis- 


lature, he asserted none of the rev- 
enues should go to the schools and 
that those interested in education 
should insist that county officers col- 
lect the property tax for support of the 
schools. 
' The executive who guided the state 
through the depression years bluntly 
took issue with expressed views of his 
successor, Carl E. Bailey, "on prison 
reform, free lextboods and guberna- 
torial pardoning power. 


Advocates Amendment 


He advocated adoption of a consti- 


tutional amendment to prohibit the 
legislature from enacting any new tax- 
ation measure unless it previously re- 
ceived support of a majority of the 
voters at an election. 


Defending conditions at the state 


prisons,- which Bailey recently 
de- 


scribed as "terrible," Futrell said: 


"It is not my idea that murderers 


thieves, burglars, rapists, parcenists 
and robbers should have treatmen 
superior to that of the average law- 
abiding individual in his own home 
* * * I submit that the pentitentiarj 
should remain a place of punishment 
and not become, a-pleasure resort, at

Point Program 


iOV. BAILEY SAYS: 


LITTLE ROCK—(ff)—Carl E. Bailey, 
worn in Tuesday as governor of 
Arkansas, declared in his inaugural 
ddress that he saw "no alternative" 
o re-enactment of the sales tax. 
The new chief executive, speaking 


before a joint assembly of the 51st 
egislature, outlined concisely his views 
an such major problems as social se- 
curity, farm tenancy, taxation and 
inancing, education, prison reform and 
civil service for state employes. 


In addition he said the state needed 


development of rural electrification, 
natural resources and industry and 
called for institutional coordination 
and close financial supervision of all 
aecutive departments. He proposed 
revamping of the State Police, law 
practice reform and more adequate 
provision for .the financial indepen- 
dence of judges. 


Declaring the sales tax to be "basical- 


ly unsound," Bailey said on this sub- 
ject: • 


Because, therefore, of the new de- 


mands upon government, the constant 
decline in ad valorem tax income and 
because there is a respectable senti- 
ment that government should devise 
some more equitable, method of taxa- 
tion for the maintenance of its institu- 
tions and services, the general assem- 
bly of 1935 enacted a 'sales tax' law. 
Personally, I do not regard this method 
of taxation as basically sound. It is 
basically sound to lay the tax burden, 
most largely upon those best able to 
pay.,;f6r t*ie. y^^^^tte^telis^tilKr 
they'are the largest beneficiaries of our 
system of government , Fundamental- 
ly, that is the federal taxing program. 


Sales Tax Certain 


"Because, however, or what I regard 


as .unwise constitutional amendment 
adopted in November, 1934, it will be 
mpossible for this assembly to devise 
ny other adequate revenue measure 
unless three-fourths of you can agree 
upon a sound method of taxation 
which will produce adequate revenues. 
:n this situation, I see no alternative 
to re-enacting the 'sales tax' law in 
some form. The present law is not per- 
fect. Its greatest fault is the ex- 
emptions. They make it costly and 
Toublesome to the citizens of the state 
and cause the state large losses in rev- 
enue. 


"Future avoidance of these losses 


will make it possible to assume the 
added burden of homestead exemp- 
tions, free textbooks, and salaries of 
prosecuting attorneys, without de- 
stroying other governmental services 
necessary to the people."

More likely thmi not this suited 
the (politicians involved. 


Comes now the year 1937, with talk 


of reorgnnijatlon, and economy ft#nin 
in the van. Mr. Roosevelt himself hns 
spoken with some directness on the 
subject. He said emphniically that his 
essential purpose was a sound business 
organization, 
nnd 
intimated 
there 


would be no drnslic chopping off of 
agencies. Ecopomy was to bo of *cc- 
oiulflry consideration. 


Nervous bureaucrats,' members of 


congress 
and 
others 
immediately 


pounced upon his comment for some 
inner significance. It seemed to coin- 
cide neatly with the return to Wash- 
ington of many senators nnd represen- 
tatives. What better economy text 
book could they ask? 


Three Survivals Overlap 


Again, Mr. Roosevelt is not a strang- 


er to the wet finger test of public 
opinion. If necessary, he still can ad- 
vance or retreat from his original po- 
sition. Something of a paradox has 
come about through the reorganization 
discussions, 
for 
three 
committees 


which overlap to a certain extent in 
personnel and purposes are studying 
the huge government structure. The 
avowed purpose of each is to eliminate 
duplication of activity. 


Senator Byrd heads the senate com- 


mittee and he is an old-tune cam- 
paigner for economy. As governor of 
Virginia he waded through more than 
100 departments and ended up with 11 
units, each responsible to him. If his 
action there can be taken as a criterion, 
his remedy would seem to be a mix- 
ing of consolation for the sake of bet- 
ter administration with outright re- 
duction in personnel. 


How, then, will he feel about intima- 


tions from the White House that new 
cabinet posts may be created, that the 
saving of money is incidental to effec- 
tive administration? The senator has 
been at odds with the President before. 


Lcgical Time to Ael 


Mr. Roosevelt obviously does not 


want a bieach to develop in the hand- 
ling of reorganization. That might be 
why he said he intended to confer 
with Buchanan, chairman of the spe- 
cial house committee, and Byrd. Their 
ideas then could be disclosed privately 
to him. 


Now, if ever, would seem the logical 


time to pursue simplification measures. 
The President holds such a whip hand 
over congress that even some Repub- 
lican members have remained silent 
though opposed to a measure rather 
than risk the ire of their constituents. 


The last presidential campaign evok- 


ed a great Republican outcry against 
government expenditures. It would 
not seem feasible then for a Republi- 
can senator or representative to raise 
his voice openly against economy, even

Sec New Philosophy 


Many tax authorities saw in the

He said all efforts toward economy 


would be strengthened by a perpetual 
audit, suggested creation of an inde- 
pendent agency to audit, past transac- 
tions and practices of administrative 
departments. "The cost of creating an 
independent agency to audit past tran- 
sactions and practices would be justi- 
fied even if no recovery resulted," he 
said. "However, I am fully assured 
that recoveries can be made in a total 
sum in excess of the cost."

Turning to the judiciary, Bailey .said 


that measures 'which will shield, the 
judges of our courts from the impor- 
tunities of politicians, and prevent the 
judicial ermine from being dipped in 
the dangerous whirlpools of political 
strife should receive your earnest and 
thoughtful consideration. Referring to 
constitutional provision for judges' sal- 
aries and state law providing for re- 
tirement income for service, he indi- 
cated both provisions should be car- 
ried out by suitable appropriations.

Jby New Machine 


"Mechanical Sandman" 


May Be Applied at Bed- 


time Hour on Radio

EVANSTe'N, IH.—Science has pull- 


cd a new one out of the bag—a sleep' 
nducing machine! 
| 


Its soft, monotnous lullaby may even' 


oe used to put most of the nation to 
sleep.at a given hour every night, sug- 
gests-John J. B. Morgan, the North- 
western psychology professor who in- 
vented it. 


Instead of counting black sheep or 


reading till you get drowsy you would 
simply turn on the radio-^and let 
science do the rest. 


Like Airplane Drone. 


The machine, which Morgan says he 


has used successfully on Individuals 
and groups in his psychology classes, 
is no larger than a small radio set. It 
contains an electric motor-driven me- 
chanism causing a diaphragm to vibrate 
20 times a minute with a tone two oc- 
taves below middle "C." 


The "r-u-u-m, r-u-unv r-u-um" of 


the machine, like the drone of an air- 
plane motor in full flight, induces re- 
laxation,, weariness and then sleep, 
says Morgan, in all extroverts and in- 
troverts except the extreme types. 
Only a small number of persons find 
the tone irritating, he says. 


The time required to produce sleep 


varies with the person, his immediate 
mental nnd physical alertness and his 
environment but the professor says he 
has found that usually one becomes 
passive and drowsy in a few minutes.

Arid there has been no tooth trouble 


since. Careful cleaning and periodic 
nspection from birth, together with a

Collect Local Taxes 


Pointing to declining property tax 


collections, 
Futrell 
asserted: "The 


records show that without the sales 
tax, in 1927 we collected more school 
revenue than now with the sales tax." 


"Collectors, generally, should be 


called tax receivers instead of tax 
collectors. To Go one's full duly in col- 
lection of taxes is unpopular. Rem- 
edies of the law which would obtain 
results have lain dormant. Escape from 
payment of taxes arises from three 
sources—non-assessment, under assess- 


ment, refusal to pay. 


"The authorities who arc so deeply 


concerned, making it their business to 
look after the educational interests of 
the state, should get behind the of- 
fiiers and see that this, revenue is col- 
lected for the benefit of the schools." 


Discussing prison 
conditions, 
he 


said: 


"The convicts have plenty of whole- 


some food. They sleep in nightgowns 
every night after having taken a bath. 
The health of many of them has been 
restored because reasonable work in 
the open air is good for them. * * * The 
stockades are not palaces but they arc- 
kept warm and dry" * * *. 


Futrell said the 1934 refunding legis- 


lation had "brought our'highway bonds 
to par and around par and if the state 
maintains good faith it will not be 
long until the remainder of highway 
bonds may be funded at a much lower 
rate of interest * * '•".
